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Plans For School Buildings 


THE ELBA CLIPPER 


Complete; City Will Vote 
On New Tax May 20th 


Dr. A. R. Meadows, State 
Superintendent of Education, 
met with a group of Elba citi- 
zens here last Thursday night 
and discussed the school sit- 
uation in Elba and in the 
state. 

The state, according to Dr. 
Meadows is in immediate ur- 
gent need of $75,000,000 
worth of school buildings. 
Being unable to meet the en- 
tire needs, the state has al- 
located all available funds to 
the counties on a teacher- 
unit basis. This county’s al- 
lotment, plus funds on hand, 
mode a county building fund 
of $102,700. 

Most of Coffee County’s 
schools were rebuilt or re- 
modeled during the years 
1936 to 1989 under a lenient 
Federal Works Program, A 
new school for Elba was plan- 
ed, but before construction 
was started scarce materiels 
were diverted to the war ef- 
fort and the plan had to be 
postponed. 

In view of the fact that 
Elba is far behind the rest of 
the county in school buildings 
the County Department of 
Education has agreed to use 
the building fund for a new 
school here. Plans have been 
drawn up and passed by the 
State Department of Educa- 
tion for a new and modern 
14 room elementary school 
building and the addition of 
a library, science room, lunch 
room and gymnasium to the 
existing high school building. 
The estimated cost of these 
buildings is $200,000 to a 
quarter-million dollars. 

The County Board of Edu- 
cation, in addition to the sum 
already provided is willing to 
issue warrants for $30,000 if 
the city of Elba will raise 
$70,000 

The City Council, in an ef- 
fort to raise the $70,000 has 
proposed an additional five 
mill ad valorem tax within 
the city. This tax will be 
voted on by the citizens of 


Elba May 20. It is to start}, 


this year and will run 16 
years. The law is written so 
that the money derived from 
this tax absolutely cannot be 
used for any purpose other 
than payment on the school 
building. It amounts to only 
$5 per $1000 of the assessed 
value of property within the 
city limits of Elba. The total 
state, county and city tax we 


_ are now paying is 26 mills and 


the addition would be about 
one-fifth of the present tax, 
an average of $5 to $10 per 
taxpayer in Elba. If the tax 
is passed the city will issue 
bonds for the $70,000 and the 
county will issue warrants for 


$30,000 making a fund of 
$202,700 available for the 
building. 


The old school house has 
already been torn down, Pu- 
pils are attending classes in 
emergency classrooms set up 
at various points in the city. 
If the tax in not passed, there 
will be available only the 
$102,700 already provided, 
which isn’t nearly enough to 
complete the elementary 
school building alone. When 
this money is spent, con- 
struction will have to stop 
and the whole program will 
bog down leaving Elba with- 
out any kind of grammar 
school. 

No one can deny that a new 
school is necessary in Elba, 
and it is only fair that Elba 
should pay part of the cost. 
Although there are several 
grade schools and Junior 
High Schools feeding into the 
school here, the larger part 
are children from Elba fami- 
lies. The school records show 
that only 40 to 45 per cent 
of the students ride school 
buses. 

A new school will be an as- 
set to Elba in several differ- 
ent ways. The modern design 
of the building and the equip- 
ment planned are aids to 
teachers in giving our child- 
ren a better education. The 
high school will be able to 
offer a bigger and better pro- 
gfam than in the past. More 
teachers will be used when 
room is available. Two to} 
three additional teachers are 
expected as soon as rooms are 
provided. 

A good school is always a 
good drawing card for teach- 
ers as well as an invitation 
to new industries and new in- 
dividuals to settle in our com- 
munity.. It would also be a 
source of pride to every Elba 
citizen to realize that when 
it comes to education our 
children get the best. 

On May 20 the people of 
Elba will decide the fate of 
this program. Hach citizen is 
urged to carfully study the 
condition before casting his 
vote.

The United States Dept. of 
Agriculture has announced 
that the farm price of 1947- 
crop farmers stock peanuts 
will be supported at 90 per 
cent of parity as of July 15, 
1947, the beginning of the 
marketing year. 

Prices will be supported by 
Commodity Credit loans and 
purchases, Purchase and loan 
values by types, sound ma- 
ture kernel content, and qual- 
ity, based on historical dif. 
ferences in value, will be an- 
nounced after the July parity 
has been determined, 

Loans will be availible to 
producers until January 31, 
1948. Purchases will be made 
trom producers until June 30, 
1948. Officials stated that 
purchases will be made only 
to maintain prices and to pro- 
vide markets. It is expected 
that purchases will be 
made through peanut grower 
cooperative associations lo- 
cated at Franklin, Va., Cam- 
illa, Georgia, and Gorman, 
Texas. 

The 1947-crop support pro- 
gram is essentially the same 
as the 1946 program.

MORE ADEQUATE FUNDS 
NEEDED FOR WELFARE 


“A preliminary examina- 
tion of the effects of the Fin- 
ance and ‘Taxation Commit- 
tee’s recommendation for a 
$4,750,000 increase in the ap- 
propriation from the State 
General Fund for the public 
welfare for the next two 
years indicate that grants 
must remain approximately 
the same as the present pay- 
ments if the caseload is in- 
creased to include those es- 
timated to be eligible for aid 
during the next biennium,” 
Loula Dunn, Commissioner, 
said in commenting on these 
recommendations. 

It is estimated from the 
number now receiving aid 
and the rate at which appli- 
‘ations are being received 
that there will be an average 
of at least 4,000 families per 
month eligible for assistance 
during the biennium, the 
commissioner said, This num- 
ber can receive an average 
payment of about $20 month- 
ly under the budget proposed 
by the committee, she declar- 
ed. 

In February of this year 
61,578 families received fi- 
nancial assistance from the 
county welfare departments, 
4,785 families approved for 
cause of limited funds, and

5,077 applications for aid 
were in the process of invest- 
igation. Since 80 per cent of 
all applications haye proven 
eligible for aid according to 
past experiences by the agen- 
cy, the present eligible case 
load is estimated as approxi- 
mately 70,000 families ac- 
cording to Miss Dunn, This 
number could receive average 
payments of $23.00 each per 
month under the budget ap- 
proved by the committee, she 
said, but there would be no 
funds to add additional fami- 


lies to the payroll, unless 
those receiving were re- 
moved, 


“These payments thus fall 
far short of the $45.00 ave- 
rage monthly payments re- 
commended in the $47,000,- 
000 budget proposed by the 
Welfare Department,’ the 
Commissioner continued, 
“Likewise, there will be a ma- 
terial reduction in the Feder- 
al monies coming into the 
state, as compared to the sum 
that would have been avail- 
able under the proposed bud- 
get.” 

The commissioner stressed 
the fact that these are merely 
estimates, and that it is dit- 
ficult to predict human need. 
She said that a budget of ap- 
proximately $21,000,000 is 
possible with the sums re- 
commended by the committee 
and added that this includes 
considerably less Federal 
monies than the Department 
had proposed, “Under exist- 
ing laws,” she concluded, ‘the 
amount of Federal funds a 
state receives for public as- 
sistance is conditioned on the 
amount of state and local 
appropriations provided for 
matching purposes.”

It shows that when God's 
man meets God's enemy there is an 
open, above-board, honest victory.

The appeal to Israel] cut no cor- 
ners and made no compromises 
They must choose between the true 
God and the false Baal, They could 
not hold to both or halt between two 
opinions. The same is true today of 
our relationship to Jesus Christ. 

The direct challenge at Mount 
Carmel! follows the same pattern 
of out-in-the-open dealing with the 
problem. 

Men whose deeds are evil love 
darkness rather than light. God 
does not have to worl: in the dark. 
All of his workings are in the open 
sunlight. Everyone is welcome to 
“come near’? and see what is done. 

Elijah knew God and he acted 
like God's man. What a tragedy it 
is that not all of God's servants 
have followed his example. If we 
had the open and above-board deal. 
ings of Elijah in the affairs of our 
churches, we might see more of the 
fire and power of his ministry. 

Certain it is that the administra- 
tion of church affairs which has to 
be carried out in hidden corners by 
whispered conversations and by 
sceret manipulations behind the 
scenes is not God's work at all, {t is 
the work of man, | 

Il. No Favors Asked (vv, 33-35). 


Blijah rebuilt the altar himself. 
He asked no help of the unbelieving 
prophets of Baal or of apostate 
Israel. How old-fashioned he seems 
in this day when so much stress is 
laid on a false unity of the faiths, 
and there is so much solicitation 
and acceptance by the church of 
the help of unbelievers in financing 
the supposed work of God. 

Note also that Elijah invited his 
enemies to make the answer to his 
prayer more difficult by pouring 
water on the sacrifice. This was not 
an act of bravado; it was for the 
purpose of demonstrating that there 
was no fraud. He was willing that 
the enemies of the truth should make 
the demonstration more difficult if 
that would be to God's glory. 

There is a delightful old-fashioned 
flavor about that act, too, in these 
days when men are frequently will- 
ing to compromise with unbelief 
and even with sin, in order that the 
work of the church may be carried 
on without too much difficulty. Here 
again we have an explanation of 
the lack of spiritual power in our 
times,

A man of bravery usually wants 
recognition for himself, while the 
courageous man asks only that the 
cause for which he fights shall be 
successful.

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Soil Conservation 


Over Coffee County 


By G. L. Edwards, 
Soil Conservationist 

From all indications, Man- 
ganese bur clover can be suc- 
cessfully grown in Coffee 
County for winter grazing 
and erosion control. A_ trial 
patch of this clover was 
planted last fall on the Pen- 
nel farm just south of Mnter- 
prise on the Dothan highway, 
and the results indicate that 
it will succeed when planted 
on the heavier soils and fer- 
tilized with liberal applica- 
tions of lime, pho:phate, and 
potash. Manganese clover is 
eaten readily by all livestock, 
produces 4 large amount of 
seed, and will reseed each 
year, even after a summer 
crop is pvown on the land, 

This patch was planted in 
accordance with the usual 
practice of the soil conserva- 
tion service in testing all new 
crops before general recom- 
mendations are made in the 
County. 

The second year stand of 
sericea on the farm of A, J. 
Hyatt, of the Damascus com- 
munity is producing good 
grazing for his livestock. Mr, 
Hyatt says there is just one 
thing he doesn't like about 
his two acre patch of sericea- 
“Tt just isn’t big enough.” The 
cows are grazing the sericea 
in preference to a pasture of 
native grasses. 

All pasture plants were late 
in “coming out” this spring 
but sericea put out first as 
usual. Mr. Hyatt’s sericea i 
six to ten inches high and an- 
nual lespedezas are less than 
one inch in height. 


Fonzel Weeks, of the Basin 
Community, produced an eq- 
uivelent of 30 bushels of corn 
per acre following the turn- 
ing of a good stand of three- 
year-old sericea. Previous to 
planting the sericea, the aver- 
age yield of corn had been 
less than 12 bushels per acre 
on the same plot of land.
